_ Atthe Magistrscy to-day, before Mr H. 
TE. Wodehouse, Polico Magistrate, the 
heating was resumed of the charge against 
Kang On, contractor, of dressing stones in 
the City of Vietoria when auch dressing 
could hive been executed at the quarry 
without rendering the stone liable to in- 
jury in transit from the quarry.

Mr Looker said the defence was that 
the stones could not have been further 
dressed a6 the qiarries without rondering 
them liable to considerable risk of injury. 

Mr 8. K. Leigh said it was not usual to 
do dressing at the quarries. The practice 
way almost universal ta do most of the 
rough dressing and fine dressing on the 
works, in Government as woll as private 
works, The stono was aplit, rough-hewn at 
tho quarries and brought over in junks to 
tho nearest landing place on the Praya, 
where it is landed and carried to tho site 
by coolies. It was rolled on the junks and 
yulled off ; it. was rolled: sometimes on the 
works. Tt was almost impossible to convey 
the stone from the quarries uninjured if 
fine punched. He was architect for the 
building for which the stones were being 
cut. There is a very largo quantity of 
granite stone being used in the coustruction 
of these buildings ; tho.stone is being eut 
jn an immonse variety of patterns requiring 
great nicety and precision in the construc: 
tion of the design. Jt was necessary to 
have tho stones dressed tu a very fine 
point. The contractor was justified in 
thinking the ‘stones could not have been 
further dressed at the quarry without run- 
ning considerable rivk of injury in transit. 
Tlie Sanie™ process “was foIng: on-in plenty 
other buildings in the city of Victoria. 
The Government was exccuting soveral 
works in which atone was dressed in a si- 
miler manner. Almost immediately ud- 
joining the Club, on the Prays Reclama- 
tion, they had been rough Aressing, for 
four ot five years, rough dressing when the 
additions te the Gaol were being built and 
many other buildings. This dressing was be- 
ingconducted inaprecisely similar way. Tho 
rough drossing had equally to bo done toa 
guageas the fine dressing, so that if a stone 
rough-dressed is chipped on the corner 
ever so little no amount of fine dressing 
will make that stono any use. If it was 
packod-in straw and cases it could be con 
veyed without injury. That would, how- 
ever, be BD enormous expense 5 50 much 60 
that it would be prohibitive.

Such dressing as had been done to the 
stones could not, have Veen done at the 
quarry without great tisk of injury. There,

THE MARRIAGE MARKET. 
‘Miss. Marie Corelli has been employing 
er potent pen in 0 crustde against ‘The 
Marriago Murket,' and Lady Jeune replies 


‘lin The Lady's Realm. Neither diaputant, 


ob an impartial viow of human history, can 
hope to make much impression upon hunan 
nature. After marriage ceased to be an affair 


lof capture (which-it did a3 avon as mankind 


had acquired-a little proporty) it became an 
affair of sale. When nobody owned any- 
thing, except a spear, club, or bow, nobody 
bought wives. As cuatomary law forbade 
a man to marry a woman among his friends 
(that is his kindred), he was obliged to 
steal a wife from among his enemies. But 
aa soon as he had friendly relations 
with people not of his own namo and 
crest, and. as soon as he had some 
cows, he bought s wife, as the Zulus do, 
and as the Greeks did_befory Homer. 
So began the Marriuge Market ; no cows, 
no wife. Probably a man, for his own 
peace and comfort, preferred to buy » wo- 
man who had nu objection to the bargain, 


- |and did not prefer another. Under tho 


feudal system, the marriages of wards were 
sold by their lords, and children under age 
wero married, whether they liked it or not. 
A futuro Quoen’s marriage, like that of 
Mary Stuart, was ‘arranged’ while sho 
was in the cradle, Burgaining as to mar- 
‘riage is perfectly familisr to peasants in 
France and Ireland. It is in no way 
peculiar to the rich and Jnxurious of mo- 
dem Europe. A custom so deep-rooted 
and widely diffusud is hardly to be altered, 
even by Miss Corelli. On tho whole, we 
may even say that the marriage market is 
less of an institution in our soeicty than it 
ever has been. There is less power of con- 
straining girls against their will, If they 
choose to follow their own Loves and likings, 
and attend to what Tlackoriy and Miss 
Corelli tell them, they can have their own 


_| way, and reject the way which others Would 


force upon them. ‘They willsuiter, but they 
cannot be starved or whipped into a loveless 
marriage, us of old. But if they ate bad 
girls, and marry for munoy or rank, they 
will come to a bad end, and havo dnly their 
innate greed and. heartlessness to thank. 
‘Aga rule, English girls are ‘all fur love, 
and tho world well lost.’ Thoy resemble 
much more Queen Mary, itiher resolve ta 
follow Bothwell ‘in her shift,’ than they 
incline to sell themselves for gold or titles. 
Of course, there are unaniuble exceptions, 
worldly young women, and there are oppres- 
sive paronts, and scheming mothers. But 
scolding these persons will not help us. 
Lady Jouno jtistly remarks that a mother 
js not necessarily heartless or selfish because 
she does not like a deughter to marry a 
nan who cannot keep her: A man who 
cannot hold his own in the world is certain- 
ly not an ideal son-in‘liw. If he really is 
in love, he should do something better than 
loaf, and ask mankind wo find hin patent 
place. He may bes handsome ps fellow, 
and an agreeable companion, but really he 
needs moro vigorous qualities. ‘The peoty 
is that, in this world us God has made it, 
we canna hao a’ thing as we would like it,’ 
says one of Mr Steveuson’s Presbyterian 
philosophers. It is not given to the majori- 
ty of lads and lasses to marry their~first 
loves, We must make the best of things 
as we find them, matrimony among the test, 
till mastermacny is abolished and the State ix 
avast Foundling Huspital. General rules, 
except the general rulo of not murrying for 
money, are of nu avail. If Lady Jouno 
correctly quotes Miss Corelli, then that 
moralist is wrong in stating that girls are 
habitually *bronght out to be sold.’ 


‘1 girl is not eternally thinking of bargaining 


herself away. Very fow, indeed, ure xt- 
tractive enough to set up as objets de Lare. 
Go to such a gathering as the Public 
Schools Match, Tho yuuog women look 
‘honest and jolly, not morcenary and 
ambitious. Lady Jeune argues thus with 
sreat force and some natural indignation.‘ 

in oneside we hear of ‘revolting daughter,’ 
on the other of odalisques in the market. 
Girls cannot be both, and, as arule, thoy 
are neither, but peaceful, fpleassnt young 
creatures, with good hepfts land a ne- 
tural love of wholesoiné-énjoyment. 
Most of ‘this preaching rests on the 
exceptions, and is prompted by the desire 
to make noisy ‘copy.’ . There ia no uso in 
it; the sinners are not converted ; tho 
generat run of girls is untouched by the 
shrieks and clamour. It ia all a question 
of ‘what isthe rule and what the excop- 
tion? And the rule is for young people 
to love and inarry freely and for affection ; 
the market is the excoption ; in no age haa 
it bedn so much ‘the extaplien as the pre- 
eent. ‘The exception, doubtless, axists 
most prominently .in the kind of society to 
which the readers uf The Lady's Realm 
do not belong... They are curious about it, 
as men may curious about the in- 
habitants of Central America. They read 
Miss Corellias we read the worksof travellers 
in strange lands. Let them put their own 
house in order, marry the young men of their 
hearts and not the more affluent suitors for 
whom they do notreally care. Let them 
also romenber the proverbial inaccuracy of 
travellers’ tales. Even the’ daughters of 
Dukes are human, and, a8.a-rule, marry for 
the same reasons precisely as the daughters 
of doctors and solicitors—sometimes for 
money, usually for love, occasionally for 


_| convenience, now and then for pique. 


Lady Jeune, at least, knows what sho is 
talking about, and is native of her world, 
not an excited tourist therein. The wife 
of Auld Robin Gray waa not brought up 
on the knees of Marchionesses, but she 
was 6 Victim of the Marriage Market as 
much as if sha had been the niece of Lady 
Kew and the bride of the Marquis of 
Farintosh.—Datly News (London).
